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Preface 


Orange County at the time of its creating embraced all 
of the land from the Rappahannock River, beginning at its 
fork, across to the Blue Ridge, down the Valley and west to 
include all of West Virginia and Kentucky. It was erected 
by Act of the General Assembly in 1734 from the upper portion 
of Spotsylvania County (which was created in 1720 from the 
northern portions of Essex, King and Queen and King William 
counties) and was originally coterminate with Saint Mark's 
Parish which had been formed three years earlier, 


During the whole of the period covered by Will Book I, 
these bounds were not changed, There were still no settlers 
in the more westerly portions of this vast area, but many of 
the testators named herein were residents of what shortly 
became Augusta and Frederick counties. The Act creating these 
two counties was passed in 1758 but it contained a provision 
that no courts were to be held until there was a sufficient 
population. The Court of Frederick County was organized in 
1745 and that of Augusta in 1745, 


After 1745 Orange County included the present counties 
of Culpeper, Madison, Rappahannock and Greene. In 1749 the 
first three of these were cut off, leaving only the present 
territory of Orange and Greene. Orange reached its present 
size with the creation of Greene County in 1838. 


Saint Thomas' Parish was formed from Saint Mark's in 
1740. In general, its area was south of the Rapidan and the 
residents of the parish remained in Orange County after 1749. 


Orange is fortunate in having the great majority of its 
records from the beginning of the county. Not only have the 
record books been preserved, but also there are many of the 
original loose papers still on file at the Court House. Mr. 
George H. S. King has kindly submitted a clarification of one 
will in this volume based upon his examination of the original 
which has been preserved. 
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county but much has appeared in print about its history and 
families. 


The clerk of Orange County during the period from 1735 
until July 1740 was Henry Willis. Beginning in September 
1740 Jonathan Gibson sisned the records as clerk. 


Whenever a mark rather than a signature was affixed to 
a document, the mark has been placed in parenthesis. An "xX" 
has been used to indicate not only that symbol but also a 
cross or any other symbol which cannot be reproduced on a 
typewriter,

wicked mouth that blessed institutum when a well learned man, 
Master George Samuel Klug by the heart bending grace of God 
“hath fully resolved and in lbringen as a second minister of
